The city may issue about $4.5 
million worth of bonds to 
finance the construction, after 
which the. city will own the 
facility.

Legislation proposed for 
adoption this vear by the Illinois 
and Missouri legislators would 
create a St. Louis Area Council 
of Governments and Missouri- 
Illinois Metropolitan 
Development District 

It would be a “‘body corporate 
and politic," with the following 
powers 

(1) To plan, construct, 
maintain, own and operate 
bridges, tunnels, airports and 
terminal facilities and to plan 
and establish policies for 
sewage and drainage facilities; 

(2) To make plans for sub- 
mission to the. communities 
involved for coordination of 
streets, kighways, parkways, 
parking areas, terminals, water 
supply and sewage and disposal 
works, recreational and con- 
servation facilities and 
projects, land use pattern and 
other matters in which joint or 
coordinated action of .the 
communities within the areas 
will be generally beneficial ; 

(3) To charge and collect fees

14) To act as a regional 
clearinghouse for federal and- 
or state; projects ‘requiring a 
review by such body; 

(15) To levy per capita 
assessments, not to exceed ten 
cents per capita, upon all cities 
and counties directly 
represented on the Board of 
Directors. 

County per capita payments 
shall be reduced by the amounts 
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actually paid by cities within 
their jurisdictions who have 
direct representation on the 
Board of Directors. 

In the event a county is asked 
to pay the assessment for one of 
its cities because of that city’s 
nonpayment, the county will be 
entitled to select an additional 
representative to replace the 
nonpaying city's represen- 
tatives on the Board; 

(16) To charge and collect 
fees, over and above the general 
assessments upon member 
cities and counties, for services 
provided directly to local units 
of government; 

(17) To contract and to be 
contracted with, and to sue and 
to be sued in contract; 

(18) To exercise such ad- 
ditional powers as shall be 
conferred on it by the 
legislature of either state 
concurred in by the legislature 
of the other or by act of 
Congress; 

(19) To perform all other 
necessary and incidental 
functions. 

No property now or hereafter 
vested in or held by either state, 
or by any county, city, borough, 
village, township or other 
political subdivision, shall be 
taken by the Council of 
Governments without the 
authority or consent of such 
state, county, city, borough, 
village, township or other 
political subdivision— 

Nor shall anything herein 
impair or invalidate in any way 
any bonded indebtedness of 
such state, county, city, 
borough. village, township or 
other political subdivision, nor 
impair the provisions of law 
regulating the payment into 
sinking funds of revenues 
derived from municipal 
property, or dedicating the 
revenues derived from any 
municipal property to a specific 
purpose. 

The proposed law as 
presently drafted would not 
impair the powers of a 
municipality to develop or 

nprove a terminal or other 
facilities. 

The district of the Council of 
Governments would consist of 
the City of St. Louis; the 
Missouri counties of St. Louis, 
St. Charles, Jefferson and 
Franklin; and the Tlinois 
counties of Madison, St. Clair, 
Monroe and Clinton. 


All municipalities and 
counties in the Missouri-Illinois 
metropolitan district would 
have to be members of the St 
Louis Area Council of Govern 
ments. 

The governing body. of the 
council would be a 28member 
Board of Directors, 14 from 
each state 

Twenty-two of the members, 
11 from each state, would be 
elected officials of general 
purpose governments. Six of the 
members, three from each 
state, would be public mem 
bers 

IL is related that ‘‘the specific 
composition of the mem 
bership of the Board of 
Directors shall be as provided 
by law. In all events, equal 
representation on the Board of 
Directors shall be maintained 
by the states of Missouri and 
Illinois." 

There would be a regional 
forum of citizens to provide 
“public input" to the St. Louis 
Area Council of Governments, 
to identify major community 
concerns and public needs 

‘The regional forum would be 
composed of an equal number of 
citizens from each state. Only 
persons not holding elected 
public office would be eligible 
for membership on the forum. 

The board of SLACOG would 
determine the method of 
selecting members of the 
regional forum. 

The Council of Governments 
would elect from its number a 
chairman and a vice chairman, 
and it could appoint such of- 
ficers and employes as it might 
require for the performance of 
its duties. It would fix and 
determine their qualifications 
and duties. 

The chairman would appoint 
a professional executive 
director, subject to the advice 
and consent of the board. 

The executive director would 
be responsible for all 
professional staff, including 
those assigned to support any 
technical committees, task

SLACOG would establish an 
advisory committee or com 
mittees which might include 
citizens, professional 
specialists, and state and local 
elected and-or appointed of- 
ficials.

State will lower speed 
to 55—but reluctantly 


Springfield Bureau 

The decision of the Illinois 
legislature to go slow in 
enacting a lower speed limit 
reflects not only the public, 
mood in Ilingis but probably 
across the nation as well. 

Legislators . are usually as 
knowledgeable as anyone as to 
what the man-in-the street is 
thinking, especially in an 
election year 

The word reaching the 
Capital City from the grassroots 
is that while the average citizen 
wants something done about the 
energy crisis at all possible 
levels, he isn't convinced that 
the situation is serious enough 
to force major disruption in his 
life style 

Lowering the current Illinois 
speed limit of 70 miles per hour 
for cars on Interstate routes and 
65 on other major highways, to 
55 m.p.h., comes under this 
category 

Sooner of later, Hlinois will 
have to comply with the 
national limit established by 
act of Congress and signed into 
law by President Nixon—or 
face the cutoff of massive 
federal funds for highway 
construction. 

The legislators have seen fit 
not to rush into prompt passage 
of a law on the federal model, 
but to hold a series of joint 
House-Senate committee 
hearing: 

The hearings will acquaint 
their constituents with the 
situation and perhaps come up 
with a law that will be less an 
irritant than the flat 55 m.p.h. 
Congressional limit. 


Sen. John Connolly, R- 
Waukegan, wants a new 
speed limit law ‘that would 
lessen the chance of & 
motorist losing his driving 
privileges if arrested three 
times within a year’s time for 
driving faster than 55. 

Under existing law, this 
would happen automatically. 
Connolly would like to make 
an exception for the 55 limit, 
subject the violating motorist 
only to a fine for speeding 
rather than saddling him with 
the formal charge of a 
“moving violation.” 

Other lawmakers would like 
to ease the limit for trucks, 
which stream across Illinois in 
huge numbers, Chicago and the 
Granite City-Madison-Venice 
area ‘being among the major 
trucking centers. 

However,’ whether Illinois 
could get. by with setting a 
higher limit for trucks than the 
55 national limit is questionable 

The main objective of the 
legislative hearings, however, 
is to prepare the Illinois driving 
public for the impact of lower 
speed limits. 

Gov. Daniel Walker, credited 
by professional politicians as 
being as adept as anyone in 
reading the public pulse, was 
careful in -his recent State of 
The State Address not to 
pressure the legislature into 
hasty action on a speed law. 

He said only that ‘we should 
comply as soon as practicable 
with federal legislation 
requiring the state to lower its 
speed limit 
Iti is significant that the 
governor, while concentrating 
on energy matters, placed the 


emphasis on measures such as 
further development of Illinois 
coal resources. , 

A major revival of the once 
vast IJinois coal mining in- 
dustry would be an. immense 
boost to the state's economy and 
would be politically popular. 

By contrast, a reduction in, 
driving speed is not likely to 
attract votes for any politician 
or party.

analyzed 


POLITICS AND OIL: 
Moscow In The Middle East; 
by Lincoln Landis; Dunellen; 
201 pages; $12.95.

Against a historical back- 
ground of czarist aspirations 
and Communist global goals, 
Dr. Landis, senior political 
scientist at Battelle Memorial 
Institute, has produced in this 
timely volume a masterful 
analysis of Soviet interest in 
the oil riches of the Middle 
East 

He points out that, while it 
would be difficult to contend 
petroleunt as such has ever 
comprised the USSR's pri- 
mary interest in the region, 
the Russians are using oil to 
advance both their short- 
range and __ long-term 
strategic, political and 
economic goals. 

The Soviet Union is one of 
the world’s largest producers 
of oil and has vast reserves, 
proved and potential. Never- 
theless, it lives with a ‘“‘petro- 
leum paradox,” as Landis 
puts it. 

‘This is the apparent contra- 
diction posed by appraisals 
“that the Soviet petroleurn in-

dustry is, simultaneously, de-

“The former case is sug- 
gested by the contrast of the 
abundant reserves with

Soviet bloc,” he writes 

“At the same time, the So 
viet industry appears com- 
petitive as a rival marketer of 
Middle East petroleum-ex- 
porting countries, based upon 
present Soviet exports to 
Eastern and Western Europe 
and Japan, coupled with 
Soviet negotiations for long- 
term expansion of its de- 
liveries of crude oil and 
natural gas to Western 
Europe, Japan and, recently, 
the United States.” 

As a case in point, Landis 
notes that during the Arab-Is- 
raeli crisis and war in 1967, 
the USSR actively en- 
couraged an Arab oil boycott 
of the West while unabashedly 
seeking to grab the market for 
itself. 

To explain the paradox, the 
author turns to the Marxist- 
Leninist formula for world 
Socialist planned economy 
and a world energy delivery 
system, suggesting that the 
USSR ‘may assume pre- 
liminary roles of producer 
and major importer of Middle 
East oil and a broker for the 
region’s industry. 

“Ultimately the USSR 
could, within the world energy 
delivery system concept, ac- 
quire a strategic middleman 
role by simultaneously im- 
porting major quantities of 
petroleum from the national 
sector of Middle East 
countries on a barter basis 
and, after satisfying domestic 
needs, exporting crude oil and 
natural gas from its reservoir 
of Middle East and indigenous 
production to traditional Mid- 
die East customers of the cap- 
italist world,” he says. 

With such a trade pattern, 
the Soviets could obtain in- 
creased amounts of hard cur- 
rency with which to purchase

Rachmaninoff without sneers . 


Once it was customary to 
sneer at Rachmaninoff as a 
hopeless Russian romantic. 
But the critics are long dead 
—and Rachmaninoff’s music 
lives on (the theme from the 
Concerto No. 2 in C Minor 
even survived the Hit Parade 
back in the 1930's and 1940's). 

Van Cliburn, a Texan with 
tremendous power in his fin- 
gers, is the star performer in 
two more releases from 
RCA’'s Rachmaninoff centen- 
nial series: The Great Rach- 
maninoff Concertos (No. 2 
and No. 3) on a two-record al- 
bum, and the Sonata No. 2 in 
B-Flat Minor and five pre- 
ludes on the other. 

The beauty and pathos of 
the two concertos surges forth 
as Van Cliburn plays them 
with the Chicago Symphony 
and the Symphony of the Air. 
He also performs the Rhapso- 
dy on a Theme of. Paganini, 
with Eugene Ormandy and 
the Philadelphia Orchestra. 
RCA has arranged the two 
LPs so that the listener 
doesn't have to change to the 
back of a record to hear a full 
concerto; thus the mood is 
continuous. 

The B-Flat minor sonata 
was recorded live in Moscow, 
site of so many. Van Cliburn 
triumphs, in 1960. It is music 
of towering complexity and 
demands a pianist of Van Cli- 
burn’s skill. The recording is 
good, although, as in any’ live 
performance, a number of 
coughers also make a bid for 
posterity. 

Walter Carlos, you and the 
Moog Synthesizer are superb. 
They combine in presenting a 
Bach who is as fresh and mod- 
ern as a computer circuit. 
This is Columbia’s Records’ 
“Switched-On Bach II"’ — and 
it is every bit as good as the 
best-selling ‘‘Switched-On 
Bach" that appeared back in 
1968. Probably better because 
Carlos knows his instrument 
better and the electronic mix 
seems smoother this time 
around. a 

The synthesizer developed 
by Robert Moog is itself re- 
markable; it can reach down 


into the cellar like the bottom 
notes of an organ and it can 
trill cleanly and precisely like 
an inspired flute. It is ideally 
suited to Bach because of 
Bach's normal stacatto kind 
of sound. But Carlos also can 
hold notes and deliver a 
smooth leggto when neces- 


sary. 

Highlight of the LP is the 
Brandenburg Concerto No. 5 
in D Major. Carlos also re- 
cords selections from the 
Suite No. 2 in B Minor, the 
Two-Part Invention of A Mi- 
nor, the Two-Part Invention of 
A Major, and selections from 
the Anna Magdalena Note- 
book.

Chicago Catholic teams join 
Illinois title chase next fall 


By ALLAN WADE 


Sit back, relax and project 
yourself forward to March, 
1975. This is the scene: A Chi- 
cago team making its first- 
ever appearance in any 
of Illinois state basketball 
tournament competition wins 
the regional, the sectional, the 
supersectional and finally 
grabs the big gold ring at 
Champaign 

Sounds sort of like a movie 
or television scriptwriter’s 
dream, doesn’t it? Never hap- 
pen, you say? There's not a 
team alive and kicking who's 
never even played in a region- 
ai, you say? Sorry, Charlie, 
there are 1] teams in Chicago 
which have never even put 
one sneaker in the state tour- 
nament doorway. But they're 
going to do that next season. 

I'm talking about the 12- 
team Chicago Catholic High 
School League, of which 
DeLaSalle is the only team 
ever to make an appearance, 
and that one was while it was 
a nonmember. The othér 11 
are Oak Park St. Laurence, 
Qak Park Fenwick, St. Rita, 
Mount Carmel, Hales Fran- 
ciscan (the early favorite for 
this season's title), Mendel, 
Brother Rice, Leo, Loyola 
Academy, Gordon Tech and 
Weber 


After all these years of celi- 
bacy, however, the schools 
will become members of the 
Dlinois High School Associ- 
ation in September, 1974, 
making them eligible for the 
new football playoffs and for 
the 1975 state basketball tour- 
nament. So why the long 
wait? 

“We had several reasons 
over the years," said Frank 
Strocchia, Mayor Richard 
Daley's youth coordinator and 
commissioner of the league 
“Our schools are small mone- 
tarily, IHSA rules say your 
coaches have to be full-time 
teachers, that yougan’t have 
spring football practice and 
that you can't have light- 
weight basketball, all of 
which hurts us. In addition to 
that, our champion has al- 
ways gone to the national 
Catholic high school tourna- 
ment, which is also against 
HSA rules.” 

Just as there were several 
reasons for the league’s non- 
membership position, there 
are a number of reasons why 
the league has finally done an 
about-face. 

“The rules made it very dif- 
ficult for us to schedule 
games,” Strocchia said. 
“IHSA member schools 
couldn’t play us, except for 
the Chicago public schools be- 
cause they're just affiliate 
members, so about all we 
could do was play among our- 
selves and play some of the 
public schools.”” 

‘The affiliate membership in 
the IHSA, which allows the 
Chicago public schools to play 
the Catholic schools and still 
retain their eligibility for the 
state tournament, was ap- 
plied for two years ago by the 
Catholic League, _Strocchia 
wait-and-see attitude 
adopted, and last spring the 

principals voted to join 
the IHSA as full members. 

‘So what does all this mean 
to other schools in Class AA in 
basketball around the state? 
Will the Catholic League 
schools make a splashy debut 


in competition and win the 

whole thing, or will they be 

just another one of those 

teams who try and fail to 

catch the pot of gold at Cham- 
ign? 

“T wouldn't want to predict 
an immediate championship 
or anything like that, but we 
will be competitive,” Stroc- 
chia commented. ‘Our league 
has had, and continues to 
have, a lot of outstanding indi- 
vidual performers, but our 
basketball programs are still 
developing. Football has been 
king for a long time, but the 
basketball coaches are gain- 
ing more and more infu- 
ence.” 

Strocchia said he didn’t 
know what would have hap- 
pened in past years had the 
Catholic League been eligible 
for the tournament, but last 
year, for the first time in 30 
years, the Chicago Public 
League champion (eventual 
state titlist Hirsch) refused to 
play the Catholic champion 
after the season ended. 

And other things are busily 
happening around the Catho- 
lic League as the league 
makes plans for its IHSA de- 
but. One of the biggest is the 
annual 32-team Mayor Daley 
Christmas Holiday Tourna- 
ment, which next year, Stroc- 
chia hopes, will include eight 
teams from other parts of the 
state in addition to Chicago 
schools. 

“It's the biggest high school 
tournament in the country, 
and we want to have a good 
representation of schools 
from around the state,’ 
Strocchia said. ‘The games 
will be televised here and 
they're all day games, so the 
kids will have time to enjoy 
the social events we have 
planned and also to see the 
sights. We are also planning a 
16-team tournament next 
Thanksgiving for Catholic 
schools around the state. Any 
team which wants to enter 
either tournament should get 
in touch with me.” 

Strocchia is of an 
intense pride in Catholic 
League competition, and per- 
haps he should be, since it 
pays his salary, but he's 
easily angered by any sugges- 
tion that the Catholic 
League’s nonmembership in 
the IHSA has “cheated” any 
of the players who have 
missed out on state tourna- 
ment competition 

“We haven’t cheated the 
kids at all, especially not in 
football and basketball,” he 
said, “The champion of our 
league knows it has won a 
great honor, but we now have 
a bigger goal in view — state 
championships. We'll be pa- 
tient, though, and wait to see 
what happens. You don’t 
know if you've never been 
there before.”

Allergists report progress 


By IRWIN J. POLK MD 

Allergists who treat 
asthma, hay-fever, hives, 
eczema and a score of other 
less common diseases report 
good progress. Great strides 
have beersmade especially in 
finding out about the actual 
cellular chemistry of the al- 
lergic diseases. 

Allergy symptoms are 
known to be mediated by his- 
tamine and other chemicals. 
It has been found that these 
medicines work at sites on the 
individual cells called beta- 
receptors. These receptors in 
turn activate an enzyme 
called adenyl-cyclase. This in 
turn causes an increase with- 
in the cell of a substance 
called CAMP (cyclic 3,5,- 
adenosine _ monophosphate). 
‘As the CAMP in the cell goes 
up, the histamine goes down. 
With the discovery of the rela- 
tionship of CAMP to allergies, 
it has now become possible to 
understand the effects of each 
medicine on the chemistry of 
the cell as well as on the pa- 
tients’ symptoms. 

But as yet little is known of 
the exact effect on the body of 
the newest available medicine 
for the treatment of asthma. 
That medicine, cromolyn so- 
dium, was released for the 
treatment of asthma in the 
U.S. last year for the first 
time. The drug, used by 
inhalation, is successful in 
preventing both allergic and 
exercise-induced asthma. It 
works by inhibiting the re-

Preliminary data from the 
1972 Census of Retail Trade 
show that sales of 59,482 retail 
trade establishments with one 
or more employes totaled 
$25,663,000,000, an increase of 45, 
per cent over sales reported in 
1967 when the last previous 
census was taken. 

The 1972 retail data for Illinois 
was reported this month by the 
Bureau of the Census, an 
agency of the U. S. Depart 
ment of Commerce's Social and 
Economic Statistics 
Administration. 

The preliminary statistics 
cover only information 
collected from establishments 
with payroll— those that 
represent approximately two- 
thirds of the retail businesses in 
the United States but. which 
account for about 96 per cent of 
total retail sales in Illinois. 

Some facts contained in the 
report are— 

(1) Measured in dollar value 
of sales, grocery stores were the 
most. important kind of 
business, with 1972 sales of 
$4,876,000,000, followed by new 
car dealers, $4,246,000,000, and 
department stores, 
$3,045,000,000. These three kinds 
of business accounted for 47 per 
cent of the total retail sales for 
establishments with payroll. 

(2) Payroll for 1972 amounted 
to’$3,181,000 up 38.per cent from 
1967. 

(3) Payroll as a percentage of 
total sales was 12 per cent in 


lease of mediator substances 
like histamine, but the exact 
details are not yet clear. 

Several allergists have in- 
vestigated exercise-induced 
asthma, a condition which re- 
sembles allergic asthma. It is 
brought on by exercise, either 
mild or strenuous, depending 
on the condition of the patient. 
Exercise-asthma can occur in 
allergic or non-allergic pa- 
tients and can be prevented 
by many of the same medi- 
cines used to treat allergic 
diseases 

A new allergic disease was 
recently described. It is called 
vibratory angioedema. Symp- 
toms include swelling of the 
eyes and lips, hives, flushing 
and headaches. They begin 
from minutes to hours after 
exposure to vibrations, mas- 
sage and sometimes even 
after exercise. Patients have 
developed swellings, hives 
and headaches after using 
vibrators, massage ma- 
chines, or even after a jarring 
ride in a shaky vehicle. 

Allergies also have been re- 
ported as causing growth 
delay in children, In earlier 
years, asthma was the com- 
mon allergic illness which re- 
sulted in delaying growth of 
children. Chronic nose, 
throat, sinus and ear infec- 
tions, which are common in 
allergic children, were also 
reported to be associated with 
growth delay. So allergic enil- 
dren with asthma and those 
with chronic upper respira- 
tory diseases may grow more

(4) There were 637,639 paid 
employes (full and part time) 
engaged in retail business as of 
mid-March 1972.

Allergies 
have also been implicated in 
inner ear diseases, causing 
hearing loss and disturbances 
in the balance mechanisms. 

Thermography, a method of 
recording skin temperature, 
has advanced as a tool for the 
allergists. Since allergy skin- 
tests cause increase in Cirvu- 
lation at the test sites, 
thermography .was used to 
read the tests.

The bill was received for

The events of this past year

Child's losing money can 
be a learning experience

It’s difficult to know what to 
do when your children oc- 
casionally ldse or misplace 
money 


You might replace it if the lost 
money was intended for lunch 
or some other essential. But if it 
was for personal spending, have 
your child wait until he can 
accumulate more money. 


Although refusing the pleas of 
your unhappy child won't be 
easy, by not reimbursing him 
you will help him learn what 
losing money means—the 
money is gone and there won't 
be any more until “payday.”” 


You can sympathize with 
him, but explain that if you lost 
your money, the family would 
have to do without many things. 

If your, child loses money 
often; he needs help to over- 
come his carelessness. You can 
encourage him to carry only a 
part of his money—as much as 
he plans to use. 

Together, you can find a 
regular place for him| to keep 
his money and a better way to 
carry it. 

It's unwise to take away the 
child's allowance just because 
he has trouble hanging onto it 
He can’t learn to take-care of 
money if he isn’t given an op- 
portunity. 


Other ways to handle money 
experiences with your child are 
discussed in the University of 
Hlinois publication, “What You 
Need to Know About Money and 
Your Child.” You can get a free 
copy of Circular 1043 from your 
local Extension office, Box 68, 
900 Hillsboro, Edwardsville, 
telephone 656-4862.

Many parents use one style of 
speech when talking with adults 
and another when talking with 
their children. 

Two Harvard Medical School 
social psychologists conducted 
a nine-month “listen-in'’ and 
observed that parents tend to 
“address children in” tinkly 
tones, use a golly-whiz 
vocabulary, and exaggerated 
responses that are a caricature 
of normal speech.” 

The younger the -child, the 
higher the parent's voice rose 
when speaking to him. For 
instance, parents talked baby 
talk in mouselike squeaks. They 
addressed toddlers and even 
older preschoolers in high, 
artificial voices. 

In fact, the psychologists 
found that many parents con- 
tinued to use a special voice and 
vocabulary. for children until 
the yourigsters protested and 
asked them to talk normally 

Expressions that adults never 
use in conversation with peers 
were common in talking with 
children: ‘Wow, gee whiz, oh 
boy, gosh." And many parents 
responded in over-enthusiastic 
fashion to children’s normal 
words and actions. 

The psychologists point out 
that children growing up in the 
TV. generation. are more 
sophisticated than many adults 
realize. There is no need to use a 
special speech style when 
talking to them. 

In addition, there are ad- 
vantages to using words when 
talking to children: 

—Children feel more im- 
portant when spoken to as 
equals. é 

—By using normal language, 
parents help the child to develop 
his vocabulary. Words that are 
not understood can be explained 
immediately. ,

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Expect some 
fertilizer 
shortages 


The energy crisis, possible 
late fertilizer deliveries and 
potential fertilizer shortages 
make well-planned fertility 
programs even more important 
for 1974. 

The place to start is with 
recent soil test results to help 
decide what nutrients your soil 
needs. 

Madison County farmers had 
fewer soil samples tested last 
year than the year before. One 
reason likely is that no cost- 
sharing assistance from’ the 
government was available to 
farmers for limestone and 
certain fertilizer applications 
last year. 

But that in no way reduces the 
need for information provided 
by soil tests. 

If the test shows that sojl has 
adequate levels of phosphorus 
and potassium, one way to beat 
possible shortages and higher 
costs is to skip phosphorus and 
potassium applications next 
year. 

University of Illinois research 
shows that skipping phosphorus 
and potassium applications for 
one year won't reduce crop 
yields as long as soil tests are 
high. If the soil test shows that 
your soil is deficient in a par- 
ticular nutrient, start lining up 
supplies now 

Sampling 
tests every 
suggested. 

One sample for each five 
acres in the field is needed 
Take soil from the surface 
down almost to plow-depth. A 
cupful of soil is enough for 
each sample. 

Routine tests are for soil 
acidity, available phosphorus 
reserve phosphorus, and 
potassium 

From those tests and in- 
formation about past treat- 
ments and crops to be grown, 
we determine how much 
limestone, phosphorus and 
potassium is needed for op- 
timum crop yields. 

When there’s any kind of

That's why University of 
Illinois Agronomist Bob Hoeft

rates, or they say the product

Sometimes they say their 

‘oduct doesn’t contain strong 
acids that kill soil bacteria and 
earthworms. 

If you question quack 
salesmen, you'}l discover they 
can never offer real proof of 
their product’s value 

‘They'll quote a farmer you 
don’t know, or say they don’t 
know why it works, but quickly 
add that it does 

There's no substitute for 
unbiased research. If 2 
salesman can't produce 
research data supporting his 
sales pitch, your best bet is to 
ask him to come back when he 
can support his claims 

When you buy fertilizer, 
you're really buying pounds of 
nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium. You should base 
cost comparisons on the cost of 
those nutrients.

in state 
stressing 
individual 


Kids are kids, but although 
they’re the same, they’re dif- 
ferent, too. And the Office of the 
Superintendent of — Public 
Instruction is ‘pushing’ this 
fact 

This is reflected in State Supt 
Michael Bakalis’ priorities for 
Illinois education, discussed 
during unveiling of the revised 
edition of “Action Goals for the 
Seventies.” 

He listed as his educational 
priorities the revision of 
licensing of teachers and ad- 
ministrators, development of 
alternatives and options in 
education, and a continued 
effort toward providing in- 
dividualized instruction. 

“What we're. saying is that 
everyone is different,’’ the 
superintendent said. 

The revised ‘‘Action Goals’ 
spell out what is being done 
toward achieving this end 

This parficular goal reads 
By 1980, every school district in 
the state should have an in- 
dividulaized instruction 
curriculum. This differs from 
the original edition in that the 
word “will” has been replaced 
by “should.” 

Several school districts are 
singled out in the 128-page 
document for their progress in 
individualized instruction. 

For example, teachers and 
students in DuQuoin studied 
four major curriculum areas, 
writing a curriculum guide for 
each area. They also made 
plans for restructured 
classroom use and identified the 
materials, equipment and 
program coordination 
necessary for an individualized 
instruction curriculum in the 
elementary schools. 

“Each student learns at his 
own rate, has his own,set of 
materials, is taught by learning 
level rather than grade 
placement, and no student is 
allowed to ‘fail,’ "according to 
the Action Goals. In the 
Aurora East District, the high 
school curriculum _ offers 
students over 600 individual 
courses in | mathematics, 
science, language arts, social 
studies, fine arts and industrial 
arts. 

In addition, a computer- 
monitored program helps 
students with self-scheduling 
for individualized courses. A 
recent switch was made from a 
semester system to a quarter 
system, and optional credit was 
allowed for evening and sum- 
mer school programs at Aurora 
East 

An individualized learning 
program through multi-age 
groupings in an open-space 
environment _ characterizes 
Washington School in the 
Wheaton _ district The 
curriculum is presented 
through differentiated staffing, 
team planning, ble 
schedules and interest centers. 

At the recently opened 
Wheaton-Warrenville High 
Schook;50 teachers work out of a 
flexible open-space school with 
a variety of individualized in- 
structional techniques. 

At the junior and senior high 
schools in Quincy, over 900 
students are participating in a 
“Project to Individualize 
Education.” 

Textbooks and teacher 
directed classes are com 
plemented by a series of 
learning activity packets in 
each subject area. Each packet 
contains several reading. 
assignments as well as 
recommended tapes and 
filmstrips. In some cases, 
students have substituted in- 
dependent projects for an entire 
packet

Springfield—There remains

Despite a decided shift to a 
public attitude of gracefulness 
toward others in public life, the 
governor remains a loner and 
an ambitious politician 
determined to share the 
spotlight with no one: 

It is the persistence of the two 
Walker traits that are cited 
beneath the Statehouse Dome 
as basic reasons for what is now 
clearly labeled as a fiasco—his 
announcement that Illinois has 
a shot at a $1 billion federal coal 
research center 

After two weeks of intensive 
contacts in Washington by 
Illinois’ two U. S._ senators, 
several members of the state's 
Congressional delegation and a 
contingent of news reporters, 
there is no indication of 
anything remotely approaching 
the scope of the project 
described by Walker in his 1974 
State of The State Address 


Why did Walker go overboard 
on the matter? Why did he go 
into such detail as to 
specifically state in his speech 
to the legislature that “this will 
be a $1 billion project. It is of 
such magnitude that an entire 
community may have tobe built 
at the site. That means more 
jobs, more dollars and more 
energy.” 

At the Capital, Walker critics 
point to the last sentence above 

The governor knows, it is 
said, that sooner or latér there 
will be a massive federgl effort 
toutilize coal as a major energy 
source, and when this does 
occur he wants to be in a 
position to claim credit for what 
happens in Illinois. 

It is regarded as significant 
that U. S. Sen. Adlai E 
Stevenson—in throwing cold 
water on the Walker's an 
nouncement a day after it was 
made—told a Washington press 
conference that any major 
federal decision on coal 
research centers is two years 
away

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Fuller sees fuller life for all, 
regular travel about universe 


Many abrupt changes will 
take place in the next 10-years, 
and “we'll probably make our 
world work,” in the opinion of 
R. Buckminster Fuller, keynote 
speaker for the University 
Seminar at Edwardsville 
(USE) 

Speaking to 750 persons 
Monday night in Meridian Hall 
of the University Center on the 
campus of Southern, Ilinoi 
University at Edward: 
Fuller said, ‘It is highly 
feasible that by 1985 all of the 
people of the world can have a 
higher standard of living than 
we have ever known. 

‘The theme of USE, which has 
drawn together a panel of 11 
SIUE faculty and nine students 
designated as presidnetial 
scholars in nine public seminar 
sessions from January through 
June, is ‘Shaping the 
Environment.” 

Fuller told the group, 
“Humanity is designed to be a 
success, not a failure. . . 
humanity is adaptable . . . if we 
don’t frustrate our reflexes too 
much, we'll probably make our 
world work.” 

The internationally 
renowned theorist and 
designer cited the rapidly 
diminishing size of the world 
“on which any point can be 
reached in 24 hour: and he 
compared the planet Earth 
with the magnitude of the 
universe and the immediate 
galaxy, known to be one of at 
least a billion galaxies. 

“In recognition of this 
magnitude, it doesn't seem 
likely that today’s decisions 
on Earth will have a great 
effect on the operation of the 
universe,” Fuller said as he 
chided passimistic thinkers 
who believe man is about to 
exhaust all his resources. 

Fuller recited a poem he has 
jwritten to challenge deeper 
personal thinking concerning 
the environment 

“Environmnet to each must 


All that is that isn’t me 

Universe in turn must be, 

All that isn’t me and me.” 

“We must think ina big way if 
we're going to get anywhere at 
all,” Fuller declared. 

He called attention to 
evolutionary developments of 
the world since 1810, when the 
steam engine was invented, and 
particularly since the turn of 
the century, as he pointed to his 
contention that “many more 
abrupt changes" can be an- 
ticipated in the next 10 years. 

“The challenge,” Fuller said 
“is recognizing and accepting 
the changes.” 

Fuller said he became 
dedicated to trying to un- 
derstand the universe in 1927, 
when he was 32 years old. 

“The universe operated on 
completely reliable laws, a 
design,” he said. “We've got to 
"think in those terms, accepting 
the plan and transformations of 
natural evolution.” 

Fuller was asked several 
questions by the audience, 
including: “Where can we get 
a blueprint for social change 
to deal with material 
changes?” 

His answer was that he 
doesn’t expect society to 
behave very well in the 
foreseeable future, but he 
expressed hope because 
“improvements in com- 
munications are bringing 
about more understanding 
among all people. In the new 
computer society, corruption 
will become ineffective,” he 
said. 

Fuller sees vast, untapped

resources of power and energy 
in the sun, and he believes 
greater efficiencies in the use of 
existing energy sources could 
provide at least 95 per cent 
more energy than at present 

He said development of solar 
energy is merely a matter of 
economics. 

Fuller also believes the 
harnessing of the winds and the 
oceans can be ‘an incredible 
new source of energy.” 

He predicts travel around the 
universe will be as common ina 
few years as travel around the 
world is today. 

“We're going to be world 
people, and we've got to learn to 
share with others everywhere,” 
he warned. ‘We'll have to be 
everybody or we'll end up being 
nobody.” 

Other aspects of “the new 
reality” will involve changes 
that Haven't been thought of to 
this time, Fuller said. 

He pointed out that before 
1900, all that man could do in- 
volved his basic senses. Now, 
++- forces of hypnotism, x-ray, 
{Mfraviolet and others are 
producing, ‘a new reality,”” he

A continuing reorganization 
of the state’s prison system to 
separate hardened criminals 
from “light” offenders, and’ to 
bring prisoners closer to their 
home communities—thus 
strengthening family. ties and 
reestablishing © communicat- 
ion—was | announced Tuesday 
by Illinois Department of 
Corrections Director Allyn R. 
Sielaff. 

The pivotal point in the 
reorganization plan is Dwight 
Correctionaf Center, which has 
been used as a women’s 
reformatory since it was built in 
the early 1930s. Sielaff said the 
facility will be transformed into 
a security center for about 250 
men. 

Contractual arrangements 
are being made with the Cook 
County Department | of 
Corrections to house 40 of the 
Dwight females in the women’s 
division at 2600 S. California 
Ave., Chicago. These are 
prisoners who require close 
supervision and maximum 
sequrity, he said

Dwight facility will be tran- 
sferred to the department's new 
work release center for 
females, being established in 
Chicago at a former rooming 
house for women at 712 N. 
Dearborn St. 

Women participating in the 
Chicago work release program 
will be supervised at the facility 
by a staff of 16 around the clock. 
Except for the time the women 
are on their jobs, they will be in 
the company of the work 
release center supervisory 
staff, Sielaff said. 

The remaining 60 female 
prisoners, all from Central and 
Southern. Illinois, will be 
transferred to Vienna 
Correctional Center, a 
minimum-security facility for 


‘males in Johnson County. 


Sielaff said the women will be 
housed in a special building set 
aside for their use, located 
several hundred yards from the 
men's residence halls. All 
residents at Vienna will be 
closely supervised, with all 
locked in their living quarters at 
night. 

This will put both men and 
women at the Vienna facility for 
the first time since it was 
established in 1965. 

Sielaff said the practice of 

gning male and female 
prisoners to the same institution 
is not new; several other states, 
as well as the U. S. Bureau of 
Prisons, have already initiated 
the plan. 

The Illinois Department of 
Corrections has had extensive 
experience with the plan—in an 
experimental program last 
July, three male prisoners from 
Vienna were transferred to 
Dwight and, prior to that, about 
50 male juveniles were tran- 
sferred from various in- 
stitutions for boys to the Tlinois 
State Training School for Girls 
at Geneva 


“Our experience in placing 
-men and women and boys and 
girls in the same institution 
has been very successful,” 
Sielaff said. 

“At Geneva, for example, 
we found that the boys and 
girls all behaved: better and 
took more pride in their ap- 
pearance. And since this 
program is considered to be a 
privilege among — the 
residents, nobody wants to 
mess it up."” 

Sielaff emphasized. that the 
250 men who will be transferred 
to Dwight will be carefylly 
sereened and hand-picked from 
the agency's other adult male 
institutions, and that most will 
be from communities in Central 
Mlinois.’ | 

He stressed that the prisoners. 
will be supetvised closely, 
particularly when they are on 
outside assignments. 

The Dwight center will have 
about 75 male guards and all 
will receive training at the 
department's newly established 
training academy) for correc- 
tional personnel in| Chicago. 


The corrections) department 
may utilize some of the most 
reliable residents at Dwight for 
volunteer services in that area, 
such as disaster relief. 


The treatment |program at 
Dwight will be ‘top notch,” 
particularly in educational and 
vocational training areas, it

Vaccine reducing rabies in dogs 
—but beware of skunks and bats 


They’re kinda ‘cute little 
fellas. all cuddly and soft. But 
they also can be deadly. Very 
deadly. 

That’s skunks we're talking 
about. If de-scented, they make 
marvelous pets, so we're told. 

They also represent the 
number one source of all 
positive rabies cases reported 
in Illinois during the past year. 

According to information 
compiled by the Illinois 
Department of Agriculture, 159 
positive rabies cases were 
found in skunks in this state 
during 1973. 

This compares to 16 in cows, 
15 in cats, 13 in dogs, 11 in foxes, 
seven in bats and one in a horse, 
for a total of 222 

“Skunks account for the 
largest percentage of rabies in 
the Midwest,” explains Dr. 
Paul B. Doby, superintendent of 
the department's Division of 
Meat, Poultry and Livestock 
Inspection . 

“All skunks and Wats should 
be considered dangerous.”” 

Nationwide, the number of 
rabies cases found in skunks 
has been on the increase, too. 


During 1970, the number of 
skunks infected with rabies 
accounted for 38 per cent of all 
cases in animals and 48 per cent 
of all the cases reported in 
wildlife. 

At the ~same time, the 
number of cases found in dogs 
has been on the decline since 
1955, when 2,657 cases of 
rabies in dogs were recorded. 
In 1970, the number fell to 185. 

This decline parallels the 
development of an improved 
rabies vaccine. 

Although there are’ no 
available records for the 
number of skunks kept as pets, 
their availability is evident 
through mail order ad- 
vertisements. 

“The only area in which the 
department has any control 
over the selling of skunks is 
through the administration of 
the Pet Shop Act which 
prohibits their sale as pets,” the 
superintendent relates. 

A new law makes it man- 
datory for all pet shop owners 
selling dogs, cats, fish, birds, 
reptiles and other animals 
customarily sold, as pets to 


obtain a license from. the 
department. 

Heretofore, only those shops 
selling or offering for adoptions 
dogs and cats not raised'by the 
shop had to obtain a license. 

In 1970, a Cook County couple 
was attacked and severly bitten 
by a rabid pet skunk which had 
shared the apartment for six 
months. 

Fourteen other _ Illinois 
residents also underwent the 
anti-rabies treatment in a five- 
year period when rabies were 
confirmed in 10 pet skunks. 


Because of the increasing 
threat that skunks pose to 
public health, it has been 
recommended that 
veterinarians refrain from 
performing de-scenting 
operations or give advice and 
direction when it comes to the 
operations. 


“When asked to de-scent 
skunks, or to treat them as 
patients, or to provide advice or 
medical care, veterinarians 
should appraise owners of the 
danger of maintaining skunks 
as pets,” Dr. Doby comments

A training course will be 
givens by the county clerk, in 
April and the new registrars 
may function as soon as com- 
missioned by Miss Hotz, The list 
of the names will be published 
along with the address from 
which each will function 

At no time may a deputy 
registrar take registrations at a 
meeting, door to door. or any 


place other than designated by 
the county clerk 

Meanwwhile, a new list of 
special registration places has 
been sent to all Democratic and 
Republican precinct com- 
mitteemen and com- 
mitteewomen. 


The last day to register or 
send a change of address to the 
County Clerk's Office at 
Edwardsville is Feb. 19

Home-like state units are enabling more 
with disabilities to return to their homes 


More than 100 persons who 
were in Illinois mental health 
facilities a year agoare living in 
their own homies today as a 
result of short periods of stay in 
newly developed community 
living facilities (CLF) and 
special shelter care programs. 

The Division of Develop- 
mental Disabilities of the 
Illinois Department of Mental 
Health reports that 108 persons 
were returned to independent 
living in their home com- 
munities rather than being 
institutionalized in Ilinois 
mental health facilities. 

Dr. Leroy Levitt, department 
director, said yesterday “We 
believe ‘that developmentally 
disabled persons can best be 
served in home-like _en- 


vironments rather than large 
state institutions. The release of 
the 108 indicates the success of 
our community programs. 

“Because’of.this success, the 
department has approved the 
release of $189,462 to place 194 
additional clients in 10 new 
community living facilities. 
These ten privately operated 
facilities will open between Feb. 
1 and June 1.” 

The basic tenet of a com- 
munity living facility, reports 
Dr. Richard E. Blanton, deputy 
director for Developmental 
Disabilities, is ‘‘normalcy.”" 
The 11 CLFs approved by the 
mental health department 
attempt to simulate the lifestyle 
of a normal person in any 
Illinois community

Communes cited as one way of 
dealing with environmental crisis 


The opportunity to explore 
different approaches to human 
and environmental —_un- 
derstanding was cited last week 
atthe University Seminar at 
Edwardsville (USE) - as 
‘perhaps the most  far- 
reaching, long-range benefit 
from the environmental crisis."” 

John N. McCall, professor of 
psychology at SIUE, the 
opening speaker for USE 
described “a> new en 
vironmentalism” and “positive 
signs’ arising in the face of 
‘grave dangers to the affluent 
American style of life.”’ 

McCall said his chief aim in 
the seminar, the first of a series 
scheduled through May on the 
theme. “Shaping the 
Environment,” is to acquaint 
the participants with B. F. 
Skinner's views on shaping the 
environment 

Skinner is the author of 
several books including 
Walden Two" and “Beyond 
Freedom and Dignity. in 
which he proposes the 
reshaping of the social or 
cultural environment 

According to Skinner, the 
deal society would foster 
positive sociat relationships 
increase standards of health 
provide more a undant food. 
and encoura individual 
creativity 

‘The methods for achieving 
these goals would include 
communal sharing of property, 
a labor credit plan for 
equalizing work demands, and 
the consistent use of positive 
rewards for behavior which 
enhanced the goals of this 
special’ society,"" McCall said 

McCall concluded that -* 
new environmental perspective 
invalidates the assumption that 
man is above natural law but 
as we seek solutions to our 
environmental problems, there 
is no need to pit humanists 
against behaviorists.”" 

A communal society such as 
the one proposed by Skinner is 
just one model of several 
possible alternatives McCall 
said 


Edward B. Boden, an SIUE 
psychology major and one of 
nine presidential scholars 
selected to. help. with the 
seminar presentations, assisted 
McCall by showing slides of 
Twin Oaks Society, a communal

Both McCall and “Boden in- 
dicated they would not care to 
join the communal group of 50 
persons who share rooms, 
clothing, work, food and one 
bathroom. But they said the 
Twin Oaks experiment should 
be studied to determine if there 
are aspects of it which offer 
alternatives in the existing 
environmental crisis. 

The presentation sparked 
response from the seminar 
panel. of presidential scholars 
and 11 SIUE faculty, as well as 
an audienee of more than 200 
persons in the Communications 
Building theater. 

Numerous questions were 
asked about the Twin Oaks 
Society, where Boden and his 
wife visited during their 
Christmas vacation. 

The questions concerned 
education, violations of the 
behavior code,-work outside the 
commune, and possible use of 
communal technology to find 
solutions to current problems of 
the environment 

One member of the panel 
asked the audience, “If the 
number of bathrooms were 
increased to four, how many of 
you would consider living at 
Twin Oaks?” Several hands 
were raised in response. 

Dr. John S. Rendleman, 
president of SIUE, presided’ at 
the seminar 

“With fresh questions about 
the impact of the energy crisis 
being raised almost hourly, I 
am sure we are all aware of the 
enormous importance of con- 
sidering the future quality of 
our lives,” Dr. Rendleman said 

*All of the schools within the 
university will try to bring their 
scholarly expertise and 
creative insight to a discussion 
of problems raised by the 
seminar topic.” 

Rendleman encouraged the 
public to attend the seminar 
sessions and to participate in 
the exchange of ideas. 

“Come ready to question and 
criticize; we feel that we have

Assembly awaits evaluation on 
future of real estate taxation

The word ‘‘taxes” will always 
get a conversation going and 
Illinois taxpayers are no dif- 
ferent than their counterparts 

in other states. 

Property taxes in Illinois 
have been the backbone for 
local governmental units 
ranging’ from public school 
districts to park districts and 
even mosquito abatement 
districts. 

Property taxes---both per- 
sonal property taxes and real 
estate taxes--have been looked 
upon by the taxpayers with a 
jaundiced eye. 

Last year, the General 
Assembly approved a resolution 


calling for the formation of a 
legislative subcommittee to 
look. at the property tax 
situation in Illinois. This in- 
cludes a move to freeze 
property taxes at current 
levels 

For two successive sessions of 
the General Assembly. Rep. C. 
L. McCormick, R-Vienna, tried 
to get a property tax freeze bill 
through the legislature. 

Last year, the veteran, 
diminutive House member was 
successful in getting the 
legislation through the House. 

McCormick, a member of the 
House «Republican leadership 
team, known for his firebrand 
Southern Illinois oratory, faced 
some opposition. A portion of

Poor light can harm plants 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Ornamental Horticulturalist 
Sickly leaves on foliage plants 

are often due to poor light or 
overwatering. A green thumb 
seems to be one of the best 
cures. 

Gradual fading of color, 
elongated leaf stems and 
progressively. smaller leaves 
are typical when poor light is 
the problem. Opening the 
drapes each morning often 
provides adequate light. 

When plants can be rotated to 
a bright or sunshine area they 
generate a Surplus of food and 
return to the glossy beauty you 
desire. If rotation is not possible 
and you cannot provide extra 
light these plants will continue 
to decline. 

Drowning is another common 
cause of poor growth. When the 
lower leaves turn yellow and the 
plants seem to stop growing, 
then overwatering (drowning) 
is probably the case. An ideal 
way to avoid overwatering is to 
use pots with drain holes. 

Each time water from the top

Creation of St. Louis Area Council of Governments being described as 
urgent, but full public understanding should precede decision by state 


Advocates of creating a St. 
Louis Area Council of Governments 
(Slacog) are utilizing regionalism as 
one of the main issues, contending 
that regionwide decision-making is 
either highly desirable or, in any 
case, an unstoppable idea whose 
time has come. 

The threat of curtailment of 
federal funds of all types is the chief 
“club” being used on those who 
hesitate, just as it was in the mid- 
1960s when the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council was 
created 

The main local concern now, as 
then, is fear of St. Louis-St. Louis 
County dominance, a fear 
heightened by the ‘‘track record’’ of 
a selfish Missouri approach to in- 
dustrial and economic development. 

The frequent response to com- 
ments about Slacog—‘‘What is 
it?’’—illustrates the point that the 
campaign for it is proceeding 
rapidly without much public un 
derstanding of what is involved. 

Because this is the case, it may 
be logical for citizens to seek to slow 
up the ‘‘stampede’’ for formal ac- 
tion. Unfortunately, Slacog appears 
destined for final action by the East- 
West Gateway Coordinating Council 
next week and for active con- 
sideration by Missouri and Illinois 
legislators in late winter or early 
spring. 

Efforts to report on and in- 
terpret Slacog have not been easy 
because many of the details have not 
yet been decided or, if decided, have 
not been disclosed 

However, it appears that the 
“umbrella”. agency that is proposed 
would either replace or render un- 
necessary the two major regional 
agencies in the St. Louis Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical Area—the 
East-West Council and the Bi-State 
Development Agency. 

Tt would be governed by 28 direc- 
tors—14 from Missouri and 14 from 
Illinois 

One draft of the legislation lists 
the 14 Illinoisans as the mayors of 
Granite City, Alton, Belleville and 
East St. Louis; the county board 
chairmen of Madison, St. Clair, 
Monroe and Clinton Counties; an 
elected official who is also chairman 
of the Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning: Com 
mission; a Madison County Board 
member chosen by that board; a St. 
Clair County Board member selec- 
ted by that board, and three citizens 
appointed by the governor 

It will be recalled that the Bi 
State Development Agency board 
consists of five Ilindisans chosen by 
the governor of this state and five 
picked in a like manner by the 
Missouri governor. 

The agency operates the Bi- 
State Transit,System, a Granite City 
river termifal, Bi-State Parks Air- 
port and the Gateway Arch tran- 
sportation system. 

Bi-State has limited taxing 
authority, not yet exercised, and 
jurisdiction to own, lease and 


being © 


operate a wide range of public 
facilities, including major airports 
and ports, sewage treatment 
programs, all kinds of tran- 
sportation and even such enterprises 
as grain elevators. 

East-West has major planning 
authority but limited operating 
power and no direet taxation. Its 
board members include county 
board chairmen, the Mayors of St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, and of- 
ficers of mayor groups. 

Created to meet a 1965 federal 
requirement for regional coor- 
dination «of highway projects in- 
volving U.S. funds, East-West has 
grown like Topsy through many 
federal laws, executive orders and 
agency directives. 

East-West not only handles vir- 
tually all regional plaaning func- 
tions but has massive power—not 
yet fully utilized—to approve or 
block almost any kind of major 
facility or development for almost 
any reason, including traffic 
congestion and environmental 
hazards, real or supposed. 

While it is evident that Bi-State 
and East-West both have con- 
siderable impact and influence over 
daily life in the Illinois and Missouri 
territory of the St’ Louis area, 
Slacog would ‘‘put it all together” in 
much more sweeping fashion. 

Combining both planning and 
operating authority with taxing 
power and the ability to aid or 
discourage activities by private en- 
terprise and governmental entities 
throughout the region, Slacog truly 
would be a super governmental 
body—despite all the Orwellian com- 
ments that this is exactly what it 
would not be. (We haven’t had to 
wait until 1984 to learn that language 
san be used in ways that make 
traditional meanings 
“‘inoperative.’’) 

Slacog currently is being “‘sold”’ 
to state executives and legislators 
long before the public has had a 
chance to learn enough about it to 
decide whether it wants those state 
executive and legislators to proceed 

Quad-Cityans were told at a 
discussion Thursday evening that 
Frank A. Kirk, director of the 
Illinois Department of Local Gover- 
nment Affairs, already is busily at 
work drafting appropriate 
legislation. 

It would be unfortunate for 
Quad-Cityans to be negative without 
just cause, but it would be equally 
unfortunate to plunge into such a 
drastic revision of both local-level 
and regional governmental dec! 
making with undue haste 
inadequate advance explanation. 

Officials like St. Louis County 
Supervisor Roos and St. Louis 
Mayor Poelker who have been ad- 
vising delay on a regional airport 
perhaps will be tolerant of 
Illinoisans who question the ‘‘ex- 
tremely urgent”’ label Mr. Roos and 
Mr. Poelker have attached to the 
proposed St. Louis Area Council of 
Governments.

Watergate shows 'Government knows best' is not always true

In the long run, we should 
all be thankful for Watergate 
‘That is to say, without Water- 
gate, we would have never 
had clear illumination of 
Washirigton's inner workings. 

I refer, of course, to Gen. 
Alexander Haig's explanation 
that 18 minutes of tape were 
erased by “‘a sinister force.” 
There was, he said, ‘‘no finite 
explanation.” 

Of course! How else to ex- 
plain 40 years of Bigger and 
Bigger Government? Appari- 
tions conceived the laws and 
wraiths administered them. 

Every brain trust has in 
fact been a skeleton crew; 
witches on broomsticks, not 
the Civil Service, have done 
the Post Office and State De- 
partment in. 


They've always said Wash- 
ington runs on distilled spir- 
its. Why not undistilled spir- 
its? 

Wholly plausible, Gen 
Haig. I wish I’d thought of it. 

Yet, there are forces in this 
country which would like to 
turn over our entire industrial 
apparatus to these goblins. 

Voices call for the nationali- 
zation of oil and the railroads. 
We are blessed with the great- 
est allocator of all time — the 
free market system — yet 
strident critics cry for gov- 
ernment-administered ration- 


ing. 
But who is speaking up for 
the profit system? Far too 
few. 
Howard Morgens, chair- 


man and chief executive of 
Procter & Gamble Co., ad- 


dressed himself squarely to 
the problem Dec. 18 at the an- 
nual public service award 
dinner of the Advertising 
Council, Inc. 

His message was deceptive- 
ly simple. * 

It is time, he said, for busi- 
nessmen to speak up. for the 
profit system, lest well-mean- 
ing critics — and some not so 
well-meaning — snatch it 
from us. 


Said Morgens, ‘Attacks on © 


profits and the profit motive 
often go unanswered. In our 
public talks we businessmen 
often seem defensive and 
quite inarticulate about them. 

“Perhaps it is because we 
consider it ‘blase’ or ‘old hat’ 
to talk abput the profit mo- 
tive. 

“Perhaps it is because it 


has become fashionable to re- 
gard an ‘enlightened’ busi- 
nessman or a ‘business 
statesman’ as one who talks 
about something other than 
profits,” he said. 

Businessmen increasingly 
attempt to justify their exis- 
tence by referring to “good 
works,” he said. “However, 
one cannot organize the eco- 
nomic activity of the nation 
based solely on altruism, good 
works or volunteer service.” 

The profit motive, empha- 
sized Morgens, ‘‘delivers far 
more to the public every day 
than all the other public serv- 
ice activities of business put 


tog ‘ 

‘And, he stressed, “‘step-by- 
step progression to govern- 
ment management of the 
economy” cumulatively 


“saps the vitality of the incen- 
tive system, gradually weak- 
ens it, and can eventually de- 
stroy it.” 

Morgens’ denouement: 
“The public should be aware 
by this time of the inefficiency 
of government which is not 
disciplined by the-profit sys- 
tem as compared private 
enterprise which is so disci- 
plined. 

“In order to correct some 
abuses by the railroads many 
years ago, they were put un- 
der government controls. The 
result has been a near disas- 
ter. 

“The government's record 
at running the Postal Service 
is another example. Its record 
at controlling natural gas or 
foreseeing the energy short- 
age is another. 


“Then there is its record at 
trying to control inflation 
through wage and price con- 
trols while it feeds inflation 
year-after year through its in- 
ability to balance the budget. 

“All this —.and much, much 
more — certainly leads one to 
question the constant move to 
restrict the incentives of pri- 
vate enterprise by fattening 
the powers of government.” 

Concluded Morgens: ‘‘The 
Advertising Council, other 
public sérvice organizations, 
business itself, and we as indi- 
viduals should do whatever 
we can to make sure that this 
miraculous business system 
of ours is not gradually crip- 
pled by a public and a Con- 
gress who do not un 
te" 


SPRINGFIELD — The Re- 
publican sponsor of the Illi- 
nois state lottery bill is miffed 
at Democratic Gov. Daniel 
Walker. And that could spell 
trouble for legislative enact- 
ment of start-up appropri- 
ations required to get the 
gambling operation under 
way by the July 1 effective 

te 


“I worked my tail off on 
that bill and Gov. Walker 
didn’t even have the courtesy 
to call me when he signed it,”” 
declared Sen. Edward T. 
Scholl of Chicago. 

“To say the least ... I'm dis- 
gusted with the governor.” 

Walker signed the bill in 
Rockford, home of state Rep. 
E.J. “Zeke” Georgi. ‘The 
signing was well publicized 
throughout the state, and 
Walker gave all the legisla- 
tive credit to Georgi- who 
shepherded the bill through 
the House of Representatives. 
Georgi has been trying to pass 
a lottery bill for some three 
years. 

But Walker did not mention 
Scholl’s name even once dur- 
ing the ceremony, which as 
the senator noted, has been a 
traditional courtesy. 

In this case the publicity 
would have meant a lot to 
Scholl who will face a tough 
reelection battle in the up- 
coming elections. Publicity, 
according to a well-placed 
Republican source, was one of 


~ the reasons Scholl was al- 


lowed to sponsor the bill in the 
first place. 

‘The new lottery bill passed 
both houses of the General As- 
sembly during the recent fall 
legislative session. But it did 
not draw enough votes to be- 
come effective immediately. 


A companion bill would) have 
provided ‘‘seed’’ money to 
cover preliminary expenses 
so the lottery could go into op- ~ 
eration July 1. 

But through ja legislative 
oversight, that bill also Failed - 
to receive the necessary 


votes. 

Walker reportedly would 
like to pass the seed appropri- 
ation. 

The only one-day vehicle to 
the seed appropriation is a 
House bill currently pending 
in a Senate committee —/a bill 


which Scholl controls by his 
upper chamber sponsorship. 

The game plan calls for an 
amendment to the bill which 
already has passed the House. 
If approved in the Senate with 
the amendment, the measure 
could be sent to the lower 
chamber for concurrence and 
later to Walker for final ap- 
proval. Ironically, the vehicle 
bill was sponsored in the 
House by Georgi. 

Scholl said he hasn't de- 
cided if he will attempt to 
block passage of the seed bill. 
But sources say it appears 
likely at this point, that the 
legislation will never see the 
light of day. 

“Scholl is not trying to be an 
obstructionist,"”” declared one 
disgruntled Republican, “But 
if that’s the way they want to 
play the game, fine.” 

Without seed money, State 
Revenue Director Robert 
Allphin has said it is unlikely 
iinois will be able to create 
overnight millionaires before 
next fall. It usually takes from 
three to four months to set a 
strong lottery administration 
and purchase the necessary 
equipment.

Asurvey of four out of eight 
states which have operational 
lotteries indicates few prob- 
lems of any sort and in most 
cases better than expected 
cash returns. 

The four states surveyed 
were Michigan, Pennsyiva- 
nia, New Jersey and Mary- 
land. The populations of the 
four states, according to the 
1970 census, are: Michigan, 
8.8 million; Pennsylvania, 
11.8 million; New Jersey, 7.2 
million and Maryland 4 mil- 
lion. 

The population of Illinois is 
11.1 million as of the 1970 cen- 


sus. 

Dan Dooley of the Michigan 
State Lottery Commission 
‘said the operation has netted 
aclear profit of $61 million for 
the state General Revenue 
Fund and a-like amount for 
prizes in 53 weeks of oper- 
ation. Seven new millionaires 
have been created. 

It is interesting to note that 
a substantial number of 
Michigan lottery tickets are 
purchased by Illinois resi- 
dents. There, is no way, ac- 
cording to Dooley, to deter- 
mine exactly how many. 

Dooley noted there have 
been ‘‘absolutely no major 
problems" aside from minor 
administrative tangles. Pub- 
lic support has been ‘‘fantas- 
tic’ and there have been no 
reports of increases in wel- 
fare recipients attributed to 
the purchase of an excessive 
number of lottery. tickets, he 
said. 

The average person, will 
purchase perhaps two or 
three tickets a week, Dooley 
said, adding that most who 
buy’ tickets are middle-in- 
come blue‘colldr workers. 

Depending on the number of 
tickets sold, Dooley said some 
20,000 cash prizes are offered 
weekly ranging from $200,000 
‘on down to $25. For every 30 
million tickets sold, a $1 mil- 
lion cash prize is offered, usu- 
ally doled out in $50,000 pay- 
ments over a period of 20 
years. 

‘The Pennsylvania lottery 
has been in operation for 
some 20months. In the first 12 
months, lottery spokesman 
Henry H. Kaplain said the 
state netted $69 million. This 
was despite a 6-week shut- 
down in the wake of Hurri- 
cane Agnes. 

The lottery has created 11 
millionaires since it began in 
March of 1972. 

In Pennsylvania, according 
to Kaplain, lottery proceeds 
are earmarked for aid pro- 
grams to the elderly, Current- 
ly, three such programs are in 
existence — property tax as- 
sistance, free mass transit 
during off hours and rental 
assistance. 

In addition to being worth- 
while programs. Kaplain said 


like it 
they are good’ promotional 
points. 

Prize money, which gener- 
ally equals the state's share, 
is offered to some 15,000 win- 
ners weekly in amounts rang- 
ing from $25 to, $100,000, aguin 
depending on the number of 
tickets sold. 

Kaplain said the biggest 
problem facing the lottery 1) 9 
stiff federal regulation which 
prohibits promotional adver: 
tising of any sort about the 
lottery on radio or television. 
That includes the listing of 
weekly winners over the air- 
waves. 

In New Jersey, Ralph Batch 
said after 35.rponths, the lot- 
tery has genetated $159 mil- 
lion for education and state 
institutions for the blind, 
elderly and mentally re- 
tarded, as well as 32 lottery 
millionaires. 

New Jersey is one ofthe few 
states, said Batch, with a dai 
ly lottery which offers prizes 
each evening ranging from 
$2,500 to $2.50, Weekly gam- 
blers may receive anywhere 
from $50,000 to $25. 

Theré is no problem with 
the state income tax in New 
Jersey because the state 
doesn't have one. Tickets. sell 
for 50 cents in bars, grocery 
stores, gas stations and any 
other business licensed under 
retailer occupation tax laws. 
It is prohibited to start a busi- 
ness for the sole business of 
selling lottery tickets. 

Ticket agents receive some 
5 per cent of their total take. 
Generally the lottery pro- 
ceeds are divided 45 per cent 
for prizes, 10 per cent for op- 
erational costs and 45 per cent 
for the state. 

Finally, despite editorial 
opposition by major newspa- 
pers, ‘the Maryland lottery 
which began May 24, 1973, al- 
ready has netted the state $9.5 
million. That is)a bit less than 
originally anticipated, said 
Publicity Director, Paul 
Moore. But things may . 
change for the better in the 
next 6 months, he said, adding 
that he hoped the lutt-ry 
would bring in at leas 423 
million in the first year of op- 
eration. 

Maryland which la. a 
population of about 4 million, 
now has three new million- 
aires. ‘ 

Every week, Moore: said 
2,500 to .3,000 winners take 
home cash prizes. Any par- 
ticipant, win or lose, may 
qualify for a million dollar 
drawing by matching the last 
several numbers of a weekly 
with a master number, 

All millionaire finalists, 
usually a hundred or more, 
are invited to a lottery party, 
where winning tickets. are 
drawn from a large bin. Each 
finalist is assured of winning 
at least $500.

Grant aids SIUE centers 


‘A $14,900 grant for the first 
international conference on 
teachers’ centers in 
mathematics education, to be

1) To enable teachers’ center 
leaders to share ‘philosophies, 
experiences and recom- 
mendations: 2) to encourage 
the formation of new teachers’ 
centers; and 3) to begin an 
informal network of teachers’ 
centers.. providing for the 
sharing of information, 
videotapes and newsletters. 

The conference proceedings 
will be published in an informal 
bulletin, 

Attendance at the conference 
will be by invitation, and_par 
ticipants will be selected from 
those who are operating or 
contemplating the beginning of 
teachers’ centers in 
mathematics education and 
those who can be identified as 
potential leaders of teachers 
centers, O'Brien said.

U.S. grant 
to aid 


disabled 


The U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
has granted $858,081 to Illinois 
to help implement the 1974 state 
plan for the developmentally 
disabled. 

The award was made to the 
Illinois Department of Mental 
Health for the period from July 
1, 1973, to ‘June 30, 1974, ac 
cording to Gene Kelly, ad- 
ministrator of the federal 
program for the Division of 
Developmental Disabilities. 

Kelly said $716,781 of the 
award would be used to make 
community-based grants to 
agencies and other groups to 
help develop or sustain com- 
munity programs for the 
developmentally — disabled, 
including the mentally retarded 
and those with cerebral palsy 
and epilepsy. 

The remainder of the new 
award, he explained, will be 
used for administrative and 
planning services. Grant ap- 
plications will be due March 1, 
he said, with the local grants 
awarded by July 1 

Dr. Leroy Levitt, director of 
the state Department of Mental 
Health. said, ‘‘We have 
received these funds from the 
federal government because of 
our proven successes with 
patient care in community- 
based facilities 

“This is part of our overall 
policy to remove patients fram 
the large state institutions and 
to place them in small, modern 
community and shelter care 
programs which offer a ‘home- 
like’ environment.”

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Coal resources study | 
report due this month

A special task force is pushing 
ahead to deliver an Atomic 
Energy Commission feasibility 
study on a “coal resources 
center” to President Nixon this 
month 

Mr. Nixon asked AEC 
Chairman Dixy Lee Ray for 
such a study when she met with 
him Dec. 3 to discuss her 
completed ‘report, “The 
Nation's Energy Future.” Dr. 
Ray’s.report was in response to 
the President's June 29 
directive ‘“‘to recommend an 
integrated research and 
development program for the 
nation.” 

The coal resources center 
would pull together all known 
techniques for coal conversion. 
Supplementary to Dr. Ray's 
report, it was an afterthought 
that arose out of the fast- 
breaking Middle East 
developments 

Mr. Nixon wants the 
feasibility study for his budget 
consideration. An AEC source 
close to the study said it was due 
in Febraury, but the “target 
date” has been moved up to the 
end of this month. 

Prospects for the coal 
resources center already en- 
visioned by Gov. Dan Walker as 
a billion-dollar possibility for 
Illinois, however, are not too 
rosy, the source said in an in- 
terview 

The — American Coal 
Association, he explained, 
suggests that federal funds for 
coal research should not be 
spent on proved techniques, but 
rather on potentially, new ways 
to convert high-sulphur coal to 
clean fuels 

here are pros and cons,” he 
added e concept is still 
under study, but it doesn’t look 
too promising.” 

Gov. Walker apparently 
learned of the coal resources 
center concept from sources at 
the AEC’s Argonne National 
Laboratory in Illinois.
